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First Action on the Merits 



1. Claims 1-4 of U.S. Application 09/829,520 filed on 04/09/2001 are presented for 
examination. 

Quotations of U.S. Code Title 35 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented- or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Information Disclosure Statement 

6. The information disclosure statement filed 1/17/2003 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(1), which requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information submitted for 
consideration by the Office. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

8. The term "object" is indefinite for failing to point out the invention, it is unclear whether 
it is a "software object" such as in object-oriented programming or "hardware object" like a 
particular item. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,923,645 ("Okuda"). 

Regarding claim 1 

Okuda teaches an object with a predictor to predict at least a part of a pre-determined itinerary of 
at least one data packet in a distributed data network (col. 13 lines 24-26, "The bottleneck path 
prediction/storage . . . ATM switching unit"). 
Regarding claim 2 
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Okuda teaches the object comprise logic circuitry (col. 13 lines 42-50, "the ER computation unit 
604 . . . corresponding to the bottleneck path"). 

10. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,692,124 ("Holden"). 
Regarding claim 3 

Holden teaches a method of determining authenticity of an object, the method comprising 
receiving from the object a prediction of at least a part of a pre-determined itinerary of at least 
one data packet in a distributed data network (col. 1 1 lines 32-41, u This same prediction 
approach ... into the predicted message"); and verifying the prediction (col. 1 1 lines 46-53, 
"When the non-deterministic portion ... a part of predicted messages"). 
Regarding claim 4 

Holden teaches the data packet comprises an instruction as to its next destination in the network 
(col. 1 1 lines 58-66, "The SNTU unit maintains ... to high side communications path").
